Mr. Hawthorne 
replaces recently appointed Robert 
Wells who had previously been 
assigned to the same task. Mr.

All 
plans for marketing and sales will 
continue as arranged. 


Effective October 31, special fire 
restrictions have been lifted on the 
Sequoia National Forest according 
to Forest Supervisor John A. 
Leasure. Special fire restrictions 
were initiated on the forest in early 
August due to the California 
drought and high fire danger. 





General fire restrictions will 
continue to be enforced, including 
the use of off-road vehicles in 
designated areas only.

Race team managers meeting with 
Michael Goodwin to inspect the 
formidable Anaheim, CA 
Supercross track say it's the most 
exciting and competitive track 
they have seen yet. A star- 
spangled lineup of factory and 
privateer riders from all over the 
world will be on hand Saturday 
night, November 12, for a first hand 
description of what stadium 
motocross and the Coca-Cola 
Motocross Finals are all about. 


Mark Barnett, Moto-X Fox's 250cc 
Support Class rider in the Trans-AMA 
series is expected to sign this week with 
Suzuki to race the 125cc National 
circuit for next year. 


Texan Steve Wise, Moto-X Fox's 
other rider in the International 
class is expected to sign with 
another major Japanese company 
for next year's 125cc Nationals. 


KTM's Andre Mahlerbe left the 


Trans-AMA circuit after Puyallup to 
return to Europe to help test an all- 
new 400 KTM for next season's 500cc 
World Championship where he will be 
fully backed by KTM. 


Gerrit Wolsink presently back in 
Holland, is expected to race the 
final Trans-AMA race at Sears 
Point. 


The Richmond Ramblers’ 4th Annual 
World Championship Mini Bike 
Grand Prix is once again happening 
on Friday night, November 20th, 
before Sears Point Trans-AMA. The 
top riders and hangers-on from the 
Trans-AMA series will be competing 
for over $500 in cash. Classes for 
Riders, Mechanics, Press and 
Contingency Sponsors, and Powder 
Puff. Admission is a $1 donation to see 
the world’s best motocross riders, and 
Jimmy Weinert, make fools of 
themselves. Time 6 p.m. Location — 
Richmond Ramblers Club Grounds, 
Point Richmond through the tunnel, 
near San Fancisco. 


Mike Hailwood returned to 
“serious” motorcycle road racing 
for the first time since 1972 and 
finished sixth overall in the Castrol 
Six Hour production race near 
Sydney, Australia, on October 23 
aboard a Ducati 750. 


UCLA's Committee on Public 
Lectures, along with the Earth 
Sciences Dept., are presenting a multi- 
media slide presentation, 
“Environmental Effects of Off-road 
Vehicles in the Desert,” at Young 
Hall, #2276, Nov. 14 at 4 p.m. John 
Wakata and Howard Wilshire of the 
U.S. Geological Service, Dept. of 
Interior, will do the presenting. Papa 
wonders what the odds of a calm, 
logical, unbiased report are. 


We heard that a joint 
House/Senate committee passed 
H.R. 3454, which will enlarge the 
present Wilderness system. One 
affected area would be California’s 
Sequoia National Forest, site of the 
proposed Golden Trout 
Wilderness. This would kill many 
miles of motorcycle trails near 
Kennedy Meadows, such as the 
ones to Casa Vieja, Trout 
Meadows and trails north of these 
points.

CRC will now be promoting all races 
held at DeAnza Cycle Park, near 
Sunnymead, Calif. 


American Trials Assn. will be 
hosting a free trials school the day 
before the Turkey Shoot Trial at 
Reche Canyon near Riverside, CA 
Sat., Nov. 19, at 10 a.m. The trials 
school will feature Marland 
Whaley, Bernie Schreiber and 
Mark Eggar as intructors, free 
lunch and free overnight camping 
for those competing the next day.

The western town that the Dirt 
Diggers planned for their “Pioneer 
Town Grand Prix" wasn't up for the 
race. The picture shown in the last 
issue of Cycle News was taken in the 
town's former Sea World location, 
before it was dismantled and taken to 
Racing World. But the local city 
council would not permit the buildings 
to be set up, and the Dirt Diggers had 
no other choice than to cart them 
away before they became Saturday 
night firewood. Maybe next year. 


Look for Swede Hakan Andersson 
to be Husqvarna's 500cc GP com- 
petitor next year. The 32-year-old 








rider finished sixth in the 500cc 
World Championship series aboard 
a Montesa this year. Andersson 
last rode for Husky in 1971 when 
he finished second to Joel Robert 
in the 250cc GP class. 


Italy and Holland will bid for the 1979 
ISDT along with Canada. Canada has 
the inside track at present, but must 
get FIM approval before plans for the 
second North American ISDT ever get 
underway. 


AMA dirt track/road racing com- 
petition manager Mel Parkhurst 
won't be livening up any festivities 
soon. Parkhurst is spending the 
next three weeks or so in bed with 
monoucleosis. He is allowed to 
read. Cards and letters may be sent 
to the AMA. 


The FIM, after not granting a 500cc 
MX GP to the U.S. in its summer 
meeting, has changed their mind. In 
addition to our reinstated 500cc 
round, the U.S. will host 125 and 
250cc MX GPs plus two F750 World 
Championship rounds and a round of 
the trials World Championships. 


Bill Bell, Long Beach Honda's 
former mechanic and four-stroke 
specialist, has just stepped out on 
his own in the motorcycle field. 
After considering the thought for 
many years, Bell has created Bill 
Bell High Performance Cycles. His 
location remains the same, but as 
of November first, the division in 
which Bell was working is under 
the new name. 


In a phone conversation with Mr. Bell, 
we asked what he was going to be 
doing at the new shop. “We are doing 
everything just as we did before” he 
stated, “but it’s mine now, not a 
division of Long Beach Honda.” Plans 
included a stronger effort with the 
motocross and off-road teams. Bell 
also plans on doing more racing with 
the machines next year. 


In their rush to declare Oregon's 
Umatilla National Forest “‘roadless 
wilderness," the  anti-people 
people overlooked the fact that 
Amtrack operates’ regularly 
scheduled passenger trains 
through the place. Would a 
passenger train be considered an 
off-road vehicle? 


The FIM recently ruled that all F750 
championship venues must pay a 
minimum 600 Swiss Francs (ap- 
proximately $240) to all event 
qualifiers. Negotiations are currently 
going on with Daytona International 
Speedway for allocation of the monies. 
In the past the Speedway has resisted 
all demands for appearance money. 


Bill Burgener, 18, from Boulder, 
Colorado, is the new Rocky 
Mountain Trials Assn. Champion, 
with five wins out of eight events 
in the series. Bill rode a 350 Bultaco 
in the first five events, before 
switching to a 348 Montesa. 


It appears that the top ten riders in the 
AMA Grand National Championship 
standings may be going to school. 
Charm school, that is. The schooling is 
an attempt to instruct riders in the fine 
art of public speaking and dress, 
among other things. We hear 
attendance may be a requirement for 
obtaining next year’s license. 


Robert L. Rohrer has been named 
General Manager/Motorcycle 
Sales for AMF/Harley-Davidson. 
Rohrer has served as Western 
Regional Sales Manager since 
1975. He’s a multiple-year veteran 
of southern California desert 
racing.

I have just recently moved from 
Antelope Valley to the San Luis 
Obispo.area (Morris Bay) and it has 
come to my attention that the closest 
place to go riding is at Pismo Beach 30 
miles away. This OHV facility has 
absolutely no place for us moto-xers to 
ride. The sand is so deep that you 
cannot possibly do anything more than 
go for a joy ride. The only good place 
to ride there is by the water, but there 
is a speed limit of 5 MPH. For the 
weekenders this is the greatest place in 
the world to fool around on an 
OHVehicle. But for us serious racers 
who need to ride several times a week 
this land is useless. Also, riding all the 
time on the sand dunes gets to be very 
rough on my engines. 

My main concern is the driving 
distance. Sixty miles several times a 
week becomes very expensive. What 
burns me up is that there are miles and 
miles of rolling hills out here, but bikes 
are not allowed anywhere near them. 
How do county officials expect us to 
ride legally when we have to travel so 
far to do so? 

My question is what steps do we 
have to take to get a couple of acres of 
land in the hills so we can have a real 
place to practice without driving so 
far? We Mxers are willing to take 
whatever steps necessary to get a place 
to practice.

And in my 
opinion, it would be one of the best 
because of its multitude of trail and 
terrain: 

Everything was in readiness, but 
there were a few problems. The woods 
were dry because it had been a month 
since the last rain and the fire danger 
was one step below maximum. 
Thursday night it finally rained. 
When we arrived Friday night the sky 
was clear, and the fire danger back to 
“low.” 
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Saturday Len and I got up early so 
we could get our bikes jetted and ride 
the beautiful wooded trails. It was just 
perfect — the sky was clear and the 
sun was warm. So we went for a 20- 
mile ride, where we ran across a 
ranger and his wife going the other 
way. We stopped to say “Hi,” and 
found out the event had been canceled 
by Mike Berens and Fred Arbogast, 
the district rangers. They thought it 
might rain some more and that there 
was a possibility erosion might occur. 

I feel that their incompetence and 
apparent dislike for our recognized 
form of recreation jeopardizes our 
sport. They had not stopped the 
logging, four-wheel drives, open trail 
riding, nor had they closed the horse 
stables. I also feel that a class-action 
suit should be filed by the AMA (since 
the event was sanctioned). This would 
return the expenses of the entrants and 
the club and set a precedent for the 
future.

They are 
saying the truck was on the course. I 
would like to express my feelings on 
this. 

I am very grateful the rescue truck 
was there to pick my son up, otherwise 
he could have been injured worse. The 
other boy could have run into him 
instead of the truck. I am truly sorry 
that this boy was hurt just as I am that 
my son was hurt, but sometimes these 
things happen when racing. Everyone 
who races would be in a lot of trouble 
if it weren't for the good job that all 
the rescue crews do. 

In my opinion anyone who sues a 
racing organization or the people who 
are out there to help you is ridiculous. 
No one puts a gun to your head and 
makes you race. You are there of your 
own accord and if you don't realize the 
dangers that can be involved you 
shouldn't be out there. 

If this kind of thing continues no 
one will have to worry about suing the 
different racing organizations, 
because there will be no racing.

Dirt Diggers’ Grand 


Pree, Whee!

TRABUCO CANYON, CA, NOV. 5 


The spectre of rain lurked in the back of the 
racers and specators’ minds as the bikes were 
pushed to the starting line on Saturday. Sow- 
belly skies made the racers almost as edgy as 


the psyche-up/psyche-out course 
walk down during the quiet time, 
before bikes and noise disrupt the 
morning stillness. The “start en- 
gines" signal is given and 54 bikes of 80 
and 100cc displacement fired up and 
waited for the green flag to get them 
underway. The flag dropped and the 
Dirt Diggers 19th Grand Prix, the 
Pioneer Town Sportsman Classic, was 
underway. 

First turn here at Racing World is 
just as hairy as the old Hopetown 
lefthander. The racers bunched up, 
made the turn and powered up the 
long hill. Number seven Joe Lockhart 
had his Yamaha screwed to the stop 
with Charlie Hamill and Doug Martin 
right behind him. Craig Eggerman 
had the fast Novice Jeff Moeller in 
pursuit as they wheelied over the top of 
the hill and wound down to the long, 
flat plateau to the right. 

The next two experts through were 
Kim Bates and Don Lyon, with Zuba 
the Rover next, running first amateur. 
Making a left turn, Steve Webb, John 
Langhammer, (second novice), Mike 
Vorndran, expert, then second and 
third amateurs Torsten Corum and 
Dale Holcomb bounced their way 
through the deep whoops. 

As the first bike crested the hill 
adjacent to the long start uphill, it was 
Charlie Hamill with a good lead on 


Lockhart, who was having a hard time 
keeping ahead of Craig Eggerman. 
Gregg Hamilton and his Yamaha 
decided 10th wasn't good enough and 
methodically started working their 
way through the crowd. So did John 
Rudder and the super fast novice John 
Langhammer. 

Coming down the sort of double 
jump downhill, Lockhart passed 
Hamill and really got moving. He 
wasn't close to Eggerman, but the two 
desert rivals were really burning up the 
course. Taking the white flag 
indicating the start of the last lap, 
Lockhart headed into the muck hole 
and off popped his chain. Hamill, 
thinking there was no way he was 
going to catch Joe, dove into the 
mudhole and you should have seen the 
grin on Charlie’s face as he squirmed 
past the hapless Lockhart and headed 
off on the last loop. 

The checkered flag fell and Craig 
Eggerman (Hon) took the win. Charlie 
Hamill was second expert, Joe 
Lockhart third. Fourth overall and 
first novice was John Rudder. Fifth 
place and second novice was Gregg 
Hamilton on a Suzuki, third went to 
John Langhammer at ninth. First 
amateur honors went seventh place 
Dale Holcomb (Suz) with Kirk Harris 
(Yam) second, Robin Busse (Suz) 
third. If you wondered what happened 
to former third place racer Doug

101-125cc Novice race 

The first turn of this 45-minute race 
claimed three riders, none injured, all 
got going. First five survivors leading 
the upshifting horde of screaming 
bikes were Steve Silver (Suz), Dennis 
Vorndran (Yam), Dan Westergaard 
(Suz), Brad Nivens (Yam), and 
Sterling Hopson (Yam). 

The next two riders to disappear 
over the hill were both mounted on 
Hondas: Reid Rondell and Tim 
Sisson. Coming off the downhill, Matt 
Kincaid got sideways on the second 
dropoff and stuck in the dirt like a 
dart. He gets the determination award 
because once he got everything 
together, he took off at a rapid pace. 
Honda man Shawn Tullis started 
moving up from 14th spot and by the 
halfway point he was ninth. Dave 
Schoenky, running 20th by lap two 
was 10th in a matter of five laps. 

By the three-quarter mark guys like 
Billy Quaney, Bill Farrow, Mark Zela 
and Doug Johnson knew they were not 
winning it, but they never let off the 
gas; real competitors. 

The checkered flag unfurled and 
Danny Westergaard chalked up one of 
the more impressive wins of the day. 
Brad Nivens was next followed by 
Gerold Fasold, Sterling Hopson, Dave 
Stewart, Bill Peterson and Chris 
Duncan. 


101-125 Amateur 

Coming out of the first turn it was 
Rick Stupin (Yam), Mark Sirota, Ron 
McRae, Merle Dooley, Bill Jewett, 
Mark Manley and Steve Vincze. By the 
time the racers reached the bottom of 
the hill below the plateau, Bill Jewett 
had the lead. Postions five through 10, 
it was 50-50 — half desert racers, half 
motocrossers. Vincze (Yam) MX, 


Robin Busse (Hus) dez, Carey Steiner 
(Yam) MX, Phil Gorgone (Suz) dez, 
Bill Boyer (Suz) MX and 10th Rick 
Davis from the desert. 

The race finished with Mark Dooley 
(Suz) the winner, Chris Hackman 
(Yam) and Ron McRae (Hon) 
rounding out the top three. 


101-125cc Expert 


Japan has not only invaded the 
motorcycle industry, they have also 
invaded the racing ranks. Ask Tom 
Rutten, Dan Dobbins, George Luther 
and a few of the guys who found it 
impossible to make any gain on a guy 
named Gregg Toyama. Sue Fish had 
the spotlight due to the fact she uses a 
different rest room than us guys do, 
but still wanted to race with the fast 
dudes. 

Butch Darling was nervous prior to 
the event. He hadn't raced in a while, 
and couldn't find a bigger 
countershaft sprocket for top end so he 
figured the guys were going to smoke 
him in the flat-out areas. 

Larry Roeseler was being razzed 
about Sue Fish smokin’ him, so when 
the green flag dropped Roeseler 
proceeded to slide out. Jeff Watts 
(Hus) took the lead with Gregg 
Toyama (Suz) second and foxy miss 
Fish (Yam) sailing along in third. By 
the start of lap three, Toyama took the 
lead for good. Scott Carnahan (Yam) 
and Bill Barlow (Yam) managed to get 
ahead of the “flyin’ Fish” but that was 
all. 

Heading up the long uphill past the 
start, everyone watched as Roeseler 
started closing the door on Sue. He did 
it all right, but in the sandwash section 
he oversmoked a berm and Sue 
swished by while Larry was searching 
his Husky for neutral. To watch Gregg 
Toyama is a pleasure hard to describe.

Breker wins $5,000 
Pro race, Mann bags

TRABUCO CYN., CA, NOV. 6 
oat Breker kept his 
Norstar-sponsored Hus- 
ky in front of the 
inspired pursuit of 
Kenny Zahrt (Bul) and Danny 
“Magoo” Chandler (KTM) to win the 
Coors $5,000 Pro race at Escape 
Country/Racing World. Dick “Bugsy” 
Mann came from northern California 
to win the Dirt Diggers “Race of 
Pioneers,” then won the Old Timers 
class a short while later. 

Despite the Puyallup Trans-AMA 
being held the same weekend, the Dirt 
Diggers managed to obtain an AMA 
professional motocross sanction for 


-250cc machines. The Adolph Coors 


Company put up the $5,000 purse. 
Two 30-minute motos were run, and 
Goat Breker took the holeshot in the 
first one. John Atwood (Yam) and 
Roger Jones followed Breker as the 


course ran up a fast uphill fireroad to: 
the back section of the track leading to 
more roads and a sandwash. When 
they emerged from the back Breker 
still had the lead, but Zahrt and 
Chandler were in second and third; 
Atwood, Gary Denton (Suz), John 
Hateley (KTM) and Lance 
Moorewood (on a borrowed Maico) 
completed the top seven. 

As the moto progressed, two things 
were happening. One, Breker was 
leaving the pack behind. Two, Magoo 
was catching Zahrt. Shortly past the’ 
halfway point Magoo pulled even with 
Zahrt as they crested the top of the fast 
uphill. When they appeared in view 
again, Chandler had the advantage: 
On the way down the hill, Zahrt tried; 
an inside pass, got into some slick 
ground, and after several cartwheels,; 
wound up on his wallet. Zahrt got; 
back up, still in third, but Chandler) 
was gone. 3 


^ Fourth place was interesting battle. 
Atwood held it for only a little while, 
then Denton took it over. The Suzuki 
of Pomona rider had it for a few laps, 
but "Little John" Hateley passed him 
to take fourth at the finish, behind 
Breker, Chandler and Zahrt. Tony 
Wanket (Yam) passed Denton for 
fifth, Atwood was seventh and Dennis 
Brand (Suz) was eighth.

Shaun Kelly (Suz), from Houston, 
TX, holeshot the second moto. This 
time Zahrt was the first one by, 
although Breker was past Kelly before 
the completion of one lap.

Rapping with Russell 
Cahill, Director of 
California State Parks 
and Recreation Dept. 


CN: You say you’ve owned four 
motorcycles. Did you ever get into 
off-road riding? 

RC: Yes, as a matter of fact I dinged 
up my Harley several times. I owed 
half my salary to a dealer in San Jose 
for quite a while when I was a kid. I 
have a homestead up in Alaska and 
the only motorized transportation on 
the homestead is a Honda Trail 90. It 
gets the best mileage for anything you 
can use on those roads back there. You 
have to. bring the gasoline out from 
about 150 miles on a boat. It’s very 
difficult to get gas into the area and 
you find a lot of people using very 
small motorcycles. You don't find very 
many people wasting gas up there 
when it's costing $1.75-$2.00 a gallon 
to bring it in. And I’ve hauled 
enormous loads of stuff on that Honda 
90 — just like you see in pictures of 
people in Asia. 

But I understand that many of your 
readers are into the competitive aspect 
and I think that’s something I ought to 
address. If I have a choice to make in 
any of the allocations of money for off- 
highway vehicles, motorcycles, 4- 
wheel drive, or whatever, it's going to 
be for some sort of participatory thing. 
In other words, if the people who 
attend advisory committee meetings, 
hearings and the like want to know 
where I stand, it’s the more people 
who are participating in the thing — 
and this goes for horseback riding, 
walking, motorcycles, anything — the 
more people actually participating, the 
better I feel about it. 

CN: As opposed to what, spectating? 
RC: As opposed to intensive spectator 
use. A lot of spectator sports, 
especially those not highly organized, 
will have more than a 50% 
participation ratio. People are there to 
watch the other classes run and they're 
going to run too. I think it's certainly 





legitimate to have spectator sports, but 
I think they should be funded 
separately. 

CN: But for instance out in the desert 
you have a very high ratio of 
participation from both competitive 
riders and their families. 

RC: That's true. Who wants to watch 
the beginning and the end of one of 
those races? First off, all you do is get a 
great big cloud of dust and then 
everybody disappears. And then if 
you're lucky... 

CN: It sounds like you've seen some 
of those. 

RC: Yes I have. I was out at the Big 
Bear once, a long time ago. 

CN: Does your department work 
with other government agencies like 
the BLM? 

RC: I don't know, to tell you the truth 
— you're catching a new turkey. I've 
only been on now for five weeks. I've 
talked with the BLM Director and I've 
looked at some of the things they're 
doing with the desert planning 
process. I would expect them to take a 
major part of the load in this 
particular type of operation because 
they manage more than 16 million 
acres and we manage less than one 
million. 

CN: If they treated us as well as the 
tortoises we wouldn't have any beef 
with the BLM. Have you talked with 
anyone from the Forest Service about 
possibly connecting trails in the 
Hungry Valley ORV Park with 
trails in the Los Padres National 
Forest? 

RC: No, we haven't really started yet. 
We are still in the process of 
acquisition. But we will be discussing 
it with other agencies in the area. 

CN: What is the status of Hungry 
Valley? 

RC: I think the total of the acquisition 
money is up to about eight million

dollars. The last increment was three 
million out of the revolving fund. I just 
got a look at the figures yesterday. 

CN: That’s a good deal more than 
what’s in the green stickie fund. 

RC: Yes, and we're looking at that too 
and wondering why the big drop-off in 
green stickies. 


CN: Well, people haven't seen any- 
thing! All they've seen so far is 
enforcement and harassment. 

RC: Yes, I know, they want results. But 
right now it takes four years to go from 
the time a park is conceived of to a 
time you let the contract for any type 
of construction. That's not just for 
OHV parks, that goes for all 
recreational areas. Any state park 
where you have to build anything it 
takes four years. 

I need to cut that process. I need to 
get the legislature to address that 
action and cut some of the bureauracy 
so some of these jobs can get done 
faster. But no one’s going to be able to 
promise an instant out. It takes two or 
three. years to acquire the property. 
We end up going through the political 
process just buying these parcels and 
this state has some of the strongest 
protections against government taking 
private property arbitrarily that I've 
ever seen. We're in condemnation 
actions on a whole lot of properties for 
parks and we have to go back to the 
public works board three times just to 
get it approved to do that. It’s fair 
enough, but I'd like to make sure it's 
not done just to make someone fatter 
on property speculation. I'd like to see 
the thing cut to the point where there's 
a fair hearing or condemnation but it's 
decided one way or the other — so the 
fair hearing process says "forget it, you 
can't do this," or "it's not right," or it 
says "go ahead and do it" and we 
expeditiously acquire the property and 
develop the parks. It's been a year now 
and we're still in the acquisition 
process in Hungry Valley. 

CN: The last we heard, there was 
some sort of a bill on the governor's 
desk to be signed. 

RC: He signed it. 

CN: So, Hungry Valley is moving 
right on down the line? 

RC: It was one of the first things I rec- 
ommended, right away, after 3,000 
letters came in because of a quote in 
the Sacramento Bee. The guy [Rob 
Rasor] flew out from the AMA in Ohio 
just to see if I really was on the level. I 
recall that interview very well. The guy 
asked me, “Well, how do you feel 
about off-highway vehicles?” and I 
said number one, the state’s involved 
in it and state’s going to continue to be 
involved in it. We're going to complete 
the projects we have now — I want to 
see how they operate. I'm going to do 
the projects that got started under Bill 
Mott, I’m going to get them done as 
quickly as possible, and I’m going to 
see how they work. And he said, 
“Well, what do you think the long 
range view it?" and I said the long 
range view is, on off-highway vehicles, 
that there's going to be a tough time 
getting gas somewhere in the near 
future. 

CN: Well, you know, we can run on 
alcohol and other renewable 
resources if we have to and we’re 
perfectly willing to do that. 

RC: Oh yes, I know that. Since then 
I've had discussions with several dozen 
people from the motorcycle and off- 
highway vehicle community who have 
pointed out the error of my 
projections. But just like anything else, 
it's the visible thing that counts in the 
public image of the thing and I was 
dealing from the public's image. 

If you pick up a copy of any 
motorcycle publication — I picked up 
a copy of "Cycle World" on my way 
down here, I hadn't looked at it for a 
long time — just to see what was in it, 
and here's an advertisement for a new 








Harley. The guy that's on it looks like 
Darth Vader, out of Star Wars, it's all 
black and the pipes are black, and the 
psychological imagery that's built into 
that advertisement is, man here comes 
the combat troops into your housel 
The public's image has something to 
do with that. I'm reflecting now, you 
know, I was gone from this country for 
a long time, out in the boondocks, and 
frankly I was amazed at the 
proliferation of motorcycles, 4- 
cylinder half-liter bikes that all look 
the same. I'd have to look carefully at 
the name on the side. I remember, just 
before I left this part of the country 
and went to Alaska where you don't 
see much of this kind of activity, I rode 
a Kawasaki 3-cylinder that scared the 
death out of me. It was something I 
almost couldn’t handle and got off it 
very quickly. I come back now and 
here's this array of things — and the 
publics image right now is on big 
bikes. Heavy advertising on 1000cc 
bikes, 850's and I understand bigger 
things coming down the pipe, 30-40 
miles per gallon bikes, as a general 
rule. Yet I know there are 100,000 
people riding around on 100cc-125cc 
Hondas, Yamahas and trailbikes. 
Maybe they don't put a lot of hours on 
those bikes, but generally the fuel 
consumption on those things is going 
to be a heck of a lot better. 


CN: You're a bicycle rider aren't you? 
RC: Yeah — I'm a convert. 

CN: Well, anyone that's ever been 
into bicycling knows that 
unfortunately the world's not all 
down hill. There are places where 
they have a sign saying “‘no bicycles” 
because they don't expect that a 
normal human being could pedal up 
it without a heart seizure — that's 
why motorcycles were invented in 
the first place. Then we turned it 
into fun, not just utilitarian like it 
would have to be in Alaska and 
places in the third world. So we have 
a sporting nature to it now and I 
don't feel that Americans are going 
to give up their enclosed 4-wheel 
luxury for even the largest, most 
sophisticated big bikes on the road. 
But I think the off-road thing is 
going to stay with us for a long time 
because those of us who love the 
desert for example, if you've ever. 
tried to hike 20 miles in the desert 
you just about have to have a burro 
with a water bag, and yet a 20-mile 
trip to see the petroglyphs and then 
another 20 miles back is quite easily 
done on a tank full of gas with your 
whole family along. 

RC: To point up a really serious 
management issue, things like some 
petroglyphs and some natural 
phenomenons have become much 
more accessible to people and much 
more difficult to protect. Those of us 
who are in the "cop" side of resources 
management know it's just not possible 
for the public sector to take care of all 
that stuff. I understand there's a very 
strong movement towards 
responsibility, self-policing and those 
kinds of efforts. In the end I think it's 
got to be a necessity, but once again 
its a public image, and once the 
image gets to a certain point the 
regulations are going to come down on 
everyone's head. 

CN: Well, you can't carry away too 
many stones and cacti on a bike — 
even a Honda Trail 90. Our 
recreation is a non-destructive, even 
ecologically sound, form of 
recreation. 

RC: It could be. My perception, my 
first glance, is that there's been a lot 
more abuse since I left California 
about 11-12 years ago. I was out at 
Saddleback State Park, looking across 
the valley from the park (it used to be 
called Joshua State Park. but it’s now 
Saddleback State Park) in Antelope 
Valley, and there’s a pretty seriously

abused area that looks like hillclimb 
areas for 4-wheel drive vehicles, judging 
from the width of the lanes, and a big 
sandy erosion area that’s spilled out 
like an avalanche delta at the bottom 
of the thing. When you see that it just 
gravels you. You know the wind's 
gonna blow, it’s already widened it. 
You can see areas that if they had been 
managed, if you could find concrete 
kind of landscape where you could 
hillclimb and not tear the thing apart 
— or where you could restore it for 
that matter — if you had a 
management system to where you 
could put the thing back in shape... 
CN: There are hills that have been 
used since the turn of the century in 
Michigan and Pennsylvania where 
they do manage it, sow it with rye 
and so forth. 

RC; You could avoid that though. It’s 
an almost impossible thing to manage 
on a wide open basis, yet that’s one of 
the big values of it and I know that 
value. I’m into the wide open spaces 
myself, both on foot and on vehicles as 
well, but it’s almost impossible to 
manage and it requires a heck of a lot 
of self-discipline. 

CN: In Hollister Hills there’s a very 
high management factor. In fact so 
high they had a scandal over it about 
the first of this year. But what’s the 
difference between a park and a 
recreation area? 

RC: A park has more of a preservation 
image, but certain kinds of recreation, 
let's say traditional rather than 
allowed, because the statute’s not 
completely clear in California as to 
what you can do in a park and what 
you can't. Some of that's up to the 
commission, A recreation area is for 
more participatory games, trails, 
active use trails, I'd say more volume 
would be the philosophical difference 
between the two. 


CN: Still, not to the long term detri- 
ment of the facility. 

RC: Certainly not. I don’t think even 
in the most intensive use facility we 
should be doing anything more than 
sustained yield. Somebody ought to be 
able to do the same thing or some 
other use 100 years from now without 
: us having to close it down for 40 years 
for restoration purposes. But that 
doesn’t bother me. This department 
has been able to do a good job of 
preservation of historical and natural 
things. It led the country. We were in 
there doing it before the federal 
government was. I don’t see why we 
can't take that same expertise and 
apply it to the revolving recreation 
needs of the people, motorized and 
non-motorized, and even get into the 
urban areas and try to solve some of 
the landscaping recreational problems 
we have in California's urban areas. 
CN: Boy, do we need some open 
areas around here! But getting back 
to the green stickie program, which 
we backed all the way. Motorcyclists

and charging 
hard at CRC

CALIFORNIA CITY, CA, NOV. 6 
After battling 


in AMA District 37 for the past 


month and a half, Bob Balentine and his 400cc 
KTM came back to the CRC action victoriously 


at California City. 


A brisk head wind confronted 
the riders as they sped towards the 
smoke bomb. Just preceding the 
smoke it was Benny Padilla (Open 
Yam) with about a 100 yard spread 
over Phil Stumbo (400 KTM) and 
Balentine. Novice Kevin Cantwell (400 
Yam), “Bad” Brad Henson (175 LT4) 
and Al Wurtzel (250 KTM) moved by 
next with Tom Kelly (250 KTM) and 
Monte Lee (250 Yam) moving in to 
help increase the ever widening 
pattern of riders heading for the first 
canyon. 

About five miles out, Stumbo 
worked his way by Padilla and into the 
lead. Henson moved into a firm fourth 
at the first canyon with Kelly and 
Cantwell following. f 

Wurtzel was running well with the 
leaders when he got out of shape and 
was thrown from his cycle. When he 
recovered, several bikes had gone past 
and Wurtzel was forced to play the 
catch up game. 

Gary Davies (400 Yam) took a very 
wide to the right line and before he 
knew it had worked his way into the 
top ten. 

Up front, Stumbo was still in 
command with Padilla just ahead of 
Balentine. Benny unloaded on a ridge 
and Balentine made his way into 
second with thoughts of putting a fast 
move on Stumbo. 

Henson flattened a tire while 
running fourth and was forced to call 
it a day. Kelly filled in the fourth spot 
with Cantwell persistently trying to 
stay with the leaders. 





Approximately three quarters of the 
way around, near Camp C, Balentine 
worked his way past Stumbo. When 
Balentine felt he had built up enough 
distance over Stumbo he started riding 
at a steady pace. With no warning, 
Stumbo shot by Balentine and once 
again took the lead. With both racers 
riding on the ragged edge they 
proceded in towards the pits. 

From camp you could see a large 
dust cloud approaching from the 
northwest, and most people thought it 
was the first place bike, but when it 
got closer it was a complete surprise to 
most. 

The white Clean Sweep jersey of 
Stumbo and the red, white and blue 
KTM jersey of Balentine were nearly 
side by side as they approached the 
camp area and as they turned down 
the pit road there was less than two 
seconds separating them. As the two 
leaders rode out of sight, a small puff 
of dust came in a minute later. Kelly 
had moved into third after passing 
Padilla a few miles out. Padilla pulled 
in with a flat tire a couple of minutes 
later and parked his scooter for the 
day. 

The next three bikes were tightly 
woven as Cantwell led Davies and Lee 
into the pits. Davies and Lee had 
swapped positions several times in the 
last few miles and neither one of them 
were about to let up for a second. 

Heath Hibbard (400 Yam) was 
through next with Pat Jones (250 Hus) 
and amateur Kent Perkins (390 Hus) a 
little ways behind. 

Running 11th overall was Sodbuster 
Tim Nething (250 Hus) with Ed 


Mundy (250 Suz) and Scot Duncan 
(250 Yam) coming through and 
passing Tim as he pitted. Wurtzel was 
running 14th at the end of the loop 
despite his early get off. 

In the Women’s Division, Laura 
Lockridge (250 Yam) was merely 
seconds ahead of Jolene Payne (175 
KTM) as they proceded down pit 
road. 

Greg Stern (250 KTM) led the 
beginners to the bomb and never lost it 
for the duration of the first loop. Alan 
Dryden (125 Suz) was through next 
with Donnie Morrison (125 Suz) right 
behind him. Morrison took an ultra 
quick pit stop and left the pits ahead 
of Stern and Dryden. 

Mark Heath (80 Yam) brought the 
Mini class around for the checkered 
flag ahead of Kelly Kline (80 Yam) 
and Byron Van (80 Yam). 

Stumbo continued to lead Balentine 
into the fire road section about two 
thirds of the way around. Stumbo was 
really trying to open up some space 
between himself and Balentine but in 
the process, unloaded and tore 
something loose in the transmission. 

Balentine stopped to see if Phil was 
all right, and after doing so, continued 
on. 
At the finish it was Balentine with 
about a minute or two over Kelly. After 
the two KTM boys came Davies and 
his Sport Time Yamaha just ahead of 
Lee. Davies and Lee fought feverishly 
on the last loop with Davies having a 
slight advantage at the end. 

Cantwell showed the rest of the 
novices how it’s supposed to be done by 
arriving fifth overall just ahead of Pat 
Jones who had only a mediocre start. 

Perkins was in next with the 
amateur win and a comfortable 
margin over Hibbard. Scot Duncan 
kept it on both wheels to capture ninth 
overall and first 250 Amateur. 

Wurtzel rounded out the top ten 
and was once again victorious in the 
250 Junior/Senior expert class. 

Mike Martin (390 Hus) was in next 
just ahead of amateur John Foster (175 
Yam), the first lightweight finisher. 
Tim Nething began to tire on the 
second loop and dropped off of the 
pace but managed to capture top 
honors in the 250 novice class. 

Jolene Payne took the women’s 
division after passing Lockridge on the 
second loop. 

Donnie Morrison finished first 
overall beginner with Greg Stern 
second. Alan Dryden made his first 
appearance on something other than a 
mini and did a very fine job of it. 

The course was said to be another 
fine challenge and was seemingly 
enjoyed by all. The regular gusts of 
wind kept the dust off the trail and 
visibility was excellent. °

Puyallup 


Marty takes 2nd Trans-AMA win of the 
Series and Warren Reid makes it an all 


Honda show

PUYALLUP, WA, NOV. 20 


"I almost lost it on the last lap," laughed Marty 
Smith with more than a slight sigh of relief. 


He had just held off Roger DeCoster for the 
second moto win. “I missed a shift going over 


that big jump and landed way 
over on the front end. I know I 
hit on the handlebar cross brace. 
If that had happened to me ear- 


lier in the race I know I would have 
bailed off — but it was the last lap and 
I knew I had to try and save it.” 

Save it he did, as Marty on his Dave 
Arnold prepared RC 400 Honda led 
both motos from start to finish at 
sandy Puyallup Raceway for his 
second overall win of the 1977 Trans- 
AMA Series. Finishing second overall 
for the day was defending Champion 
Roger DeCoster on the RN 400 
Suzuki. Roger nearly caught Marty 
near the end of the final moto. Third 
overall for the day went to Smitty's 
Honda teammate Brad Lackey. 

Hopes for America’s first Trans- 
AMA Series Champion faded when 
Bob Hannah could do no better than 
fourth overall, allowing the Belgian 
rocketship DeCoster to increase his 
points. lead with one race still 
remaining in this year's Series. 

Warren Reid made it an all Honda 
show for the afternoon as he pulled off 
the 250cc National class victory ahead 


of Yamaha's Broc Glover and Mike 
Bell. 


Moto one 

It was hardly an understatement 
that the rest of the factory teams were 
seeing nothing but red as Marty Smith 
led the opening moto charge through 
turn one ahead of teammates Jim 
Pomeroy, Tommy Croft, and then 
Brad Lackey, who powered his works 
Honda around Yamaha's Pierre 
Karsmakers for fourth spot just a few 
laps later. 

Buried back in the flying sand of 
mid-pack were the two riders who 
had dominated the Series thus 
far...DeCoster and Hannah. It took 
them a while to see where they were, 
but once they began picking off slower 
riders it was no time before they began 
trading positions between themselves 
in their charge toward the front. 

Marty was riding a cool, relaxed 
pace as he maintained his front 
running position for the first half of 
the moto. “Tomahawk” Croft then 
began a strong push that sent him 
blasting past Pomeroy and up on 
Smitty's rear fender. Tommy figured 





he could pass Marty, but there was no 
way it could be done easily. He made 
his move on Marty and the two of 
them thumped together. 

"I didn't want to chance knocking 
Marty down to get around him," 
claimed Tommy, “so I backed off after 
that. At Honda we go for the team 
effort.” 

Tommy must have meant a Team 
Honda show as he continued to 
shadow Marty for first place while 
Lackey and Pomeroy played a 
hopscotch shuffle for third. What 
really had the capacity crowd pegged 
up against the fence, though, was the 
paint trading between DeCoster and 
Hannah as they worked their way 
around Karsmakers and up into fifth 
spot. Lap after lap the two champions 
bounced their ways side by side across 
the sand whoops. A rock blew through 
Hannah’s front fender early in the 
going and now the fender was nearly 
gone, allowing the spinning front tire 
to pelt him blindly with sand. More 
than once he mistook DeCoster for a 
berm. 

“Hannah's so wild sometimes...a 
good rider, but wild. He hit into the 
side of me off a jump and knocked my 
bike out of gear. He’s gutsy — never 
afraid of anything. I stayed away from 
his after that,” Roger said. 

"Roger ain't, no angel either. He'll 
cut you off in a turn quicker than 
anybody, including Weinert,” Bob 
responded. 

With three laps to go the 
Hurricane’s front fender broke 
completely away. Both Bob and Roger 
had already thrown their sand caked 
goggles away and now, with sand 
blasting directly into his eyes, Bob was 
forced to back off because he couldn’t 
see. 

Up front, the Honda steamroller 
boiled across the finish line with 
Smith, Croft, Pomeroy and Lackey no 
more than 50 feet apart. DeCoster was 
next, then Karsmakers repassing 
teammate Hannah for sixth on the last 
lap, then Maico’s Gassin’ Gaylon 
Mosier, Harley's Eierstedt and 
Yamaha's Burgett. 

Moto two 

Round number two of the 500cc 
International Class looked nearly 
identical to the curtain raiser. Smitty 
again nailed down the holeshot, but 
this time tagged after by Lackey, 
Karsmakers, DeCoster, Semics, 
DiStefano, Noyce, Malherbe, Croft, 
Weinert, Mosier and Hannah. In the 
first 20 minutes of the game Roger 
actually lost ground as Tommy Croft 
dialed in another spectacular riding 
display to wheel right up to second 
spot — just behind Marty. 

Teamwork played a major role 
again as it seemed like Tommy backed 
off his pace to avoid any confrontation 
with Marty over the lead. As it turned 
out Tommy should have cooled his 
pace all along as his banzai charge 
began to snap the spokes in his 
Honda’s rear wheel and eventually left 
him dragging his bike back to the pits. 
Towards the end of the moto the same 
fate befell teammate “Bimbo” 
Pomeroy. It is the only major problem 
the RCs have experienced in the series. 

Halfway through the moto DeCoster 
finally began to increase his pace and 
started moving forward instead of 
backwards in the field. He waited a 
lap too long as it proved at the 
checkered flag, with Marty beating the 
R.D. across by a scant few feet. 

All along the way the crowd cheered 
them on, with Marty nearly blowing 
his overall victory on the last lap when 
he missed a shift coming off the big 
Puyallup jump. The instant loss of 
rear wheel torque put Marty into a 
nose-dive that he almost couldn't 
save. . . but, somehow he did. 

“He’s been feeling down the last few 
weeks,” explained mechanic Dave

Arnold about Marty, “so I’ve been 
pumping him up this last week and it 
sure has helped.” 

Tailing Marty and Roger across the 
line were Lackey, DiStefano, Hannah, 
and then England’s Graham Noyce 
finishing his first race with Team 
Honda after suffering a shoulder 
separation at his Missouri’ debut two 
weeks ago. Pierre Karsmakers was 
forced to retire the second moto with 
engine problems, after- running 
strongly. Danny LaPorte suffered 
stalled engines and crashes in both 
motos with his Suzuki. 


250 National Class 


"I just wanted to show that us 
California guys can ride sand tracks 
too," said Honda's Warren Reid after 
pulling off his second win of the Series, 
in the 250cc National Class. 

The day's exciting surprise was Jim 
Pomeroy's younger brother Ron, who 
ran away with the opening halves of 
both motos before fatigue got the best 
of him. Arlo Englund also ran up in

second spot for awhile before bike 
problems took over and the racing 
once again fell to series regulars Reid, 
Mark Barnett, Chuck Sun, Broc 
Glover and Mike Bell. 

Chuck Sun got his Husky off the line 
slowly to eventually move up to 
second place. Chuck came back in the 
second moto to try and pass Warren 
for the moto and overall victory. 

“It was my fault,” Sun admitted. “I 
crashed into Warren trying to pass 
him. It stalled my bike and I couldn’t 
get it running again.” 

If Chuck Sun had just finished the 
second moto in 10th place he would 
have wrapped up the National Class 
title for Husky. Now he will have to 
wait two weeks until the Sears Point's 
final. 

As Warren Reid remounted to 
finish the moto in second spot, it was

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AMA: Winner of 
our discontent

Every year about this time the 
American Motorcyclist Associa- 
tion (new name) slows down for 
a few months and lays plans for 


next season. Major events are 
tentatively scheduled for the coming 
year, policies and rules are re- 
examined, and members start 
campaigning for the February officers 
election. 

This time even the staff put their 
spokes in when they asked the Board of 
Trustees to fire their association 
manager, Barrie Best, after only 90 
days on the job, and rehire former 
legal director Gene Wirwahn to take 
his place. Mr. Wirwahn had 
terminated the AMA recently to enter 
private practice, but was persuaded to 
return "temporarily" until a new 
manager is found. 

Unheard from since it bogged down 
in impotency during the Russ March 
era, the AMA Congress is flexing its 
will in small matters, demanding more 
consumer members on the almighty 
Board of Trustees, and a change back 
to the old name, American Motorcycle 
Association. I recently learned that 
packing the board with rider reps 
would have little effect on AMA 
policy, since Class A (consumer) 
trustees cannot even vote for officers. 
All power resides in the offices of 
president and treasurer of the 
Association. Ironic is the fact that 
Mark Rosen, Class A Trustee from the 
Eastern Region, was elected Vice 
President, and could not even vote for 
himself. Mr. Rosen is preparing to run 
for president this coming election. Bob 
Rudolf of Bates Industries has served 
two terms as president and announced 
that he does not plan to succeed 
himself. 


Back gate scandal 

Whatever, AMA racing is due for 
some change, and member policies 
that were scheduled for revision may 
stay the same. Mr. Best had proposed 
to raise AMA annual dues to $15. 
That plan may be canned. Instead, 
AMA may look to upgrading its racing 
management, especially the infamous 
“back gate” policy. For years AMA has 
subsidized racer entry fees at the 
expense of promoters. One day’s 
insurance for a professional racer costs 
AMA $15, yet the racer pays an entry 
fee that is considerably less. To make 
up the difference, AMA collects a fee 
from pit support personnel as they 
come in through the back gate. The 
local referee is trusted to account for 
the back gate receipts and remit the 
money to AMA headquarters. But it 
appears that some (many? all?) refs dip 
into this pot sometimes (frequently?) 
and pay themselves an unofficial 
"bonus." Nobody knows how much the 
association regularly loses through this 
one example of loose management, 
but estimates range from $200,000 to 
$600,000 per year. 


Previous boards have chosen to 
overlook the back gate scandal, if 
indeed they were even aware of it. 
They seemed to assume that their 
referees were pocketing the money 
dishonestly. "Half of our referees 
would quit if we fixed up the back 
gatel" one trustee of the association 
exlaimed. Besides, referee fees are too 











low, and it’s only costing the 
promoter, they reckon. 

Wrong. It’s costing us all — racer, 
promoter, association, even referees. 
One thing is causing the 
disappearance of non-national AMA 
dirt track races and that is our 
nefarious back gate policy. What's 
wrong with a rider paying his full 
insurance fee? Why not let the 
promoter control the back gate, and 
pay the referee a good fee for his 
services, plus a dollar or two per rider, 
for enterprise? Riders need local, non- 
national professional events to whet 
their abilities and earn advancement 
points from novice to junior to expert. 
Yet many times promoters see more 
people coming in through the back 
gate (pits, infield) than through his 
front gate (ticket booths, grand- 
stands). 

The bottom line is, you can’t make 
cost with the front gate only on AMA 
non-national events. It is no wonder 
that there are none anymore. Novices 
and juniors have to travel to the few 
regional championship events that are 
still sometimes scheduled, to earn 
points for advancement to expert. 
This costs a rider everything he has, 
and then some. So how is an artificial 
$9 entry fee benefiting the aspiring 
professional racer? It’s time to fix the 
back gate and start encouraging some 
of the better promoters to put on more 
AMA races. 

This year let us quit assuming that 
our refs are dishonest and stop making 
them collect AMA money on top of 
everything else they are responsible 
for. It has reached the point where 
nobody is having any fun or making 
any money. Already the nationals are 
starting to suffer from lack of experts 
qualified to enter, and, for a variety of 
reasons, it will get worse in 1978. 
There needs to be regular farm tracks 
where the up and coming youngsters 
can get racing experience, and where 
the track can make a living off of 
family and friends. Such tracks may 
still exist, but they are not AMA 
sanctioned. Now you know why. 
Perhaps this may change soon. 


Bring back brand competition 
National races are thriving now. 
AMA ran 28 successful nationals on 
the Camel Pro Series alone last year, 
and already has scheduled 32 for 1978. 
The upper limit seems to be the 
maximum number of weekends on the 
calendar. This crowded schedule is 
both a blessing and a curse. 
Occasionally a junior invitational race 
is added to a national, and at road 
races even novices get some time on 
the track. On the other hand, a rider 
has to race almost every national on 
the schedule if he’s making a serious 
bid for Number One. It is true that the 
top three national points winners this 
year got there without scoring in any 
road races. Next year’s schedule, with 
more pavement nationals on it, may 
change that situation. 
Harley-Davidson has succeeded in 
doing what everyone used to accuse 
them of trying to do: dominate flat 
track racing. They did it with a highly- 
developed machine that simply gets 
the job done better than any other 
brand. This has given us some fine, 
close racing, but rubbed out the brand 
contest that is so popular with 
spectators. What is ironic is that H-D 
is mainly in the road segment of the 
market and makes the best dirt racer, 
while Yamaha, which dominates road

echanics, riders and hangers-on scurried from 
M tarp to tarp, crossing the pit area in a series of 

chipmunk-like dashes and pauses to avoid the 
first raindrops of tue "77 Trans-AMA series. Huddled 
on top of the Unadilla hill like an encampment of 
refugees from a flood area, vans, motorhomes and fac- 
tory-owned trucks of varying sizes and shapes provided 
shelter for their busy occupants. In spite of the early 
hour, other Unadilla hillsides were filling with yellow 
and red raingear-clad spectators; still more rested 
their elbows on the pit fence watching the nervous pre- 
race hustling within. 

Off in one corner, two yellow Husqvarna trucks 
established the boundaries of a large enough area for 
two rider/mechanic/bike triads to settle in and do 
business. A broad tarp formed a roof between them, 
and it was there that Eric Crippa added the last 
minute touches to Kent Howerton’s Number One plate 
bearing Husky and the imported Swedish team of 
Hakan Carlqvist and mechanic Pelle Persson prepared 
for Carlqvist’s first Trans-AMA_ event. The 
Carlqvist/Persson duo’s presence no doubt accounted 
for the number of Husky honchos who'd arrived from 
the Ohio and California offices, most of them to wit- 
ness their first Trans-AMA race of the '77 series. 

"There was a third Husqvarna rider under the tarp, a 
21 year-old MXer from Sherwood, Oregon, who -- 
wedged between his cycle and the truck he'd driven 
there with his knees against the engine cases and his 
back against the truck -- worked quietly changing the 
needle setting on his carburetor. 

Charles Lai Sun, "Chuck" to a growing number of 
friends and fans, stopped working to share a moment 
with an inquisitive newspaper reporter who wanted to 
set up a time for an interview. 

"Where're you staying?" the reporter asked, "Do you 
have a room at the AMA Headquarters motel? I'll 
meet you after the race and we'll do the interview." 

' “Well... got a floor last night..." Sun replied 
thoughtfully, apparently unsure whether he should use 
the borrowed shelter as a meeting place. 

The reporter was taken by surprise. He'd made the 
same mistake that so many people do when thinking 
about so-called “factory riders.” He'd assumed that 
Sun, the newest member of Team Husqvarna, was 
Operating on a company expense account, that he was 
being paid a salary and that of course the rider who 
had established himself as the man to beat in the 
Trans-AMA National/Support class series must cer- 
tainly have been offered a bed in one of Husky’s motel 
rooms on the night before a race. He was wrong on all 
three counts. 

The man who crouched working before him, 
wearing a Husky hat, wearing a Husky jacket, driving 
a Husky truck and being his own mechanic on a 
Husqvarna that he'd ridden into the winner's circle 
at the Mid-Ohio and Lake Sugar Tree races, was a 
privateer. It took a minute to sink in. And then, even 
after considering that the big buck Japanese teams 
have blown race budget figures far out of proportion, 
it seemed unfair. 

“OK,” he answered finally, "No problem. I'll catch 
up with you later, and we'll work it out." 

If Chuck Sun objects to his life on the motocross cir- 
cuit, he doesn't admit it. Driving a truck furnished by 
Husqvarna -- they also provide bikes, parts and the 
same win money given to any Husky rider ($100 for 
first, $75 for second) -- Sun logged 45,000 miles this 
season competing in any championship caliber event 
he could find. He bought the gas. He bought the food. 
He either slept in the truck, bummed a place to sleep, 
or paid for a room out of his own pocket, depending 
oftentimes on how he'd placed on the previous Sun- 
day. And he finished seventh in the 1977 overall 
National standings. Bob Hannah, Marty Smith, Dan- 


ny LaPorte, Tony DiStefano, Kent Howerton and 
Tommy Croft will have lower numbers in '78. Name 
any other factory rider; he'll have a National Number 
larger than Sun's number eight. 

Ask him about the bike; he says it's great. Ask him 
why he tunes it himself; he has an answer for that one, 
too. 

"When I work on my own bike, everything's there. 
I'm my own tuner -- it helps if I can get into my bike -- 
a few pounds of air in the forks...you know. It keeps 
me busy during the week, too. Gives me something to 
do." 

His present race machine (Sun also has a 250cc 
practice bike) is constructed around an old frame of 
Kent Howerton's. Husky forks and a set of shocks were 
bummed from Eric Crippa, Howerton's tuner, who 
also gave him one of the new 250cc cylinders that had 
undergone some improvements from Eric's port grin- 
der. Sun gathered pieces from a 390CR, his 250cc 
National machine and the basic motor from his 
Supercross cycle, and blended them into the bike 
that's winning the Trans-AMA National/Support class 
series. 

Chuck Sun approaches motocross in the same way a 
small businessman approaches his chosen means of 
earning a living. He invests a lot of hard work and long 
hours, and he does so willingly because he values two 
things: he likes what he's doing and he takes pride in 
his independence. 

Those are two traits that he comes by naturally. 
Chuck is one of five children born to Roger and 
Carolyn Sun. His father is an independent 
businessman, and that’s where Chuck seems to have 
picked up his ability and willingness to succeed. 

“He likes to run his own business,” Chuck said of his 


father, then explained that he'd been involved in data 
processing until about five years ago when he'd bought 
a gas station. 

"He's just a real good businessman. He employs 
three mechanics and people to pump gas. My brothers 
Ron, Mark and Kenny work for him. And if you men- 
tion anything about my brothers, you better mention 
my sister Suzie, too. She does gymnastics," Chuck 
smiled sitting in a New York restaurant thinking about 
his family on the other side of the country. 

Sun got into what he calls a healthfood binge a 
couple months ago, and he consumes "handfuls of 
vitamins" every day to attain a nutritional balance. It 
all started with a trip to his dentist where the doctor 
told him he'd been eating too many carbohydrates and 
sent him to a specialist to have a hair analysis. Hair 
clippings were analyzed, and from the data obtained 
("It had about five pages of graphs and charts!" Sun 
recalled) vitamins were prescribed to overcome any 
deficiencies. "Once everything's balanced out, I'll just 
take a multi-vitamin,” Chuck explained. 

Good eating, to Chuck Sun, means "Grandma's 
Chinese homecooking," but while on the road he just 
tries to maintain a balance of the good basic foods and 
stay away -- as much as possible -- from junk food. 
Exercise, including running, skiing, bicycling and dirt 
bike riding, keeps his 5'9" at a trim 150-pounds year 
round. 

Charlie Halcomb, a Husky rider from California, 
travels with Sun -- the two form a mini-convoy with 
their box-vans -- and a more agreeable pair would be 
hard to find. Good natured teasing, naturally, is part 
of the deal. 

“Don't forget to tell them about his Naki,” Charlie 
grinned when the conversation hit a lull. “It’s his 
blanket -- mostly pink!” 

“Hey!” Chuck was defensive, yet ready to joke. 
“That's Grandma's blanket. Don’t make fun!” 

“He never washes it,” Halcomb continued gleefully, 
“We even taught that blanket to drive so we could 
sleep!” 

“Girls like it,” smiled Chuck, looking at the floor. 
“No, not really!” he added quickly, probably won- 
dering what Grandma would think when she read the 
interview. 

Sun says he has no steady girlfriend. He tried it last 
year; he, his girlfriend and mechanic Rocky Coursen 
traveled the circuit together in a pickup truck. But 
they broke up, she married another pro motocrosser 
and Chuck seems too involved right now in building 
his career to handle a fulltime relationship. 

Roger DeCoster was the name that popped up when 
Sun was asked who was his most respected rival, then 
he qualified the statement, “He’s not really a rival, I 
guess. I don’t really race against him, but he’s the most 
respected rider. Mark Barnett, I guess, is my most 
respected rival in this series.” 

“My goal for this year was to place in the top ten in 
everything. I missed it in the 500cc Nationals.” With 
one event left in the AMA Supercross Series, Sun holds 
eleventh place, six points behind Tommy Croft. He 
earned ninth place in the 125cc National Series and 
eighth in the 250cc National standings. 

Next year will be an especially important one for 
Chuck Sun. He's shown steady improvement for the 
past three seasons, and 1978 will be the one where he'll 
be trying hard for a National title. 

"I'm goin’ for the 250cc Nationals -- see if I can get 
that big Number One,” he says. 

And unlike many of the young pros, he'd like to race 
Europe in World Championship competition. "One 
more year in the U.S.," Sun concedes, "would be 
necessary. I'm not ready yet, but I will be."

Winter National series. The guys 
from “mid pack” blasted out in front 
and blew off the series class leaders. 
All of the motos were tight and action- 
packed, but the biggest surprises came 
in the run-offs. With the totals of 
points earned up to this race tallied, 
not one class leader won one of today's 
run-offs! 

The 0-83cc Stock Novice, 12 and 
Over class was the first run-off of the 
day, and here is how the qualifying 
went to get there. One huge class of 33 
riders lined up for the first moto. 
Louie Franco was in there at the start, 
and put on a great ride for the first 
moto win. Following were Robbie 
Moore, Zoli Meszaros, Danny Ramirez 
and Mark Chikasawa. The top 18 went 
on to the finals, so each rider had to 
come out hard in the next run. Mark 
Chikasawa blasted out in front at the 
start, and never looked back. Danny 
Ramirez put on the pressure, but just 
couldn't match the efforts of 
Chikasawa. David Berlin ran in third 
the entire race and picked up a 
transfer spot as well. Kevin Brewis, 
Moore, Troy Allen and Franco 
followed. 

In the run-off, the hottest rider had 
to be Franco. Running fourth in the 
standings, Franco was out to pick up 
the two points he needed to tie for the 
overall lead. Tom Pelle grabbed the 
holeshot into the first turn, pressured 
all the way by Franco. In third, Danny 
Ramirez and Alan Lucas were having 
a difference of opinion as to who 
would rule the show spot. Lucas pulled 
alongside of Ramirez, then shot past 
on the next turn. At the end of the 
three-lap race, Pelle held off Franco 
by a bikess length, and Lucas 
remained in third. 

Qualifying motos of the 0-83cc 
Modified Intermediate 12 and Over 
class went to Pat McConnell and 
Omar Greco. In the first qualifying 
class, David Barberio pulled through 
the first turn abead of McConnell and 
David McGhee. Mark Tomaselli 
quickly joined the front of the pack, 


but no one could get by one another 
and the positions held throughout the 
moto. The second time out, Tomaselli 
ran off with the win, followed by 
McConnell, Barberio and McGhee. 
These four, along with Eric Baker, 
moved into the run-off. 

Tom Wilson shot off the line in the 
second qualifying class, followed by 
Bily Hill, Robbie Brown and Nick 
Athanes. The front four held their 
positions, with Richard Ising 
following. On the drop of the second 
gate, Omar Greco, who ran sixth in 
the first moto, took off with the lead.

If they fail to reach 
agreement, presumably the new 
Commissioner of Racing can make the 
decision on behalf of the association, 
after considering all the sides. 

Part of AMA's problem in the past 
was misplaced priorities. Mr. Best put 
"get more members" at the top of the 
list. With a new administration in the 
head shed, perhaps the emphasis of 
*he AMA will return where it 
rightfully belongs, "Do better for the 
members we've got." ө 


Pit racers must 
be stopped 


Pit racing is a fool’s pastime. 
Many times the only way a person 
will notice the dangers and 
disasters caused by the squirrels 
of the sport is when someone is 
seriously injured by fools racing 
through the pit area. 

At a race last weekend, a high- 
school motocross, such an incident 
occured. I, along with some school 
peers, were out to start racing. It was 
our first race, and we were really 
stoked for the occasion. We all went 
over to the sign-in and took care of 
that business and headed back to our 
pits. On the way some of us were 
watching riders along a small canyon 
in the middle of the pits. Four jumps 
and a steep exit out onto the main 
road were the center of all the 
attention because this spot made for 
great between-moto practice. Riders 
were flying through the canyon and 
out into the middle of the road with 
their wheels seven feet in the air. It was 
great fun for the guy getting his thrills 
on the ragged edge of looping it, but 
the pits were not the place for this 
action, as a rider on our team soon 
found out. 

As he returned the area where we 
pitted that morning, he could not have 
had any idea of what was to happen in 
the next few feet. The unlucky guy this 
day happened to be our friend, the 
innocent victim of someone else's 
foolishness. At the exit of the canyon, 
he passed the steep uphill jump that 
caught many riders’ attention. As he 
reached the middle, out of nowhere, a 
rider came flying full throttle out of 
the canyon. In a cloud of dust and a 
painful moan, I saw my teammate 
catch a Suzuki 250 with the side of his 
head. Gouges were cut deep into the 
helmet. And the rider? Well, he didn’t 
know where he was, what had 
happened, or who had done it. As he 
stumbled like an all-time drunk, he 
began to be nauseated and feel 
headaches. When we asked how he 
was feeling, all we got for a reply was a 
blank stare of pain. 

At the riders meeting just a couple 
minutes prior to the crash, what do 
you think was the main topic? Pit 
racing. It was talked about and 
stamped into the minds of the riders as 
a thing not to do. But did talking 
about it cure the problem? No. 

This time the rider who got 
centerpunched came out lucky. A 
concussion was all that he suffered, 





enough to wear a helmet, even while 
touring the pits. But worse things have 
happened. Why is there pit racing in 
the first place? I've talked with many 
people that I have seen pit racing right 
in front of me and asked them the 
same question. Their answers varied. 
Some say they do it to warm up their 
bikes and their bodies. There are 
hundreds of unused acres on a 
motorcycle park that make better 
warm-up grounds. Others do it to 
show off. For this a wheelie down the 
front straight is quite sufficient to get 
oos and ahhs from the crowd. The 
rest, well, to take a guess, Га say it's all 
stupid human error. 

A small park in southern California 
has come up with quite an interesting 
solution. It's a sign that reads "Walk it 
or load it". Sure, they have had many 
riders complain about getting kicked 
out for pit racing. Whose fault is that? 
Certainly not the park's. If you get 
someone to enforce the rules, pit 
racing can be stopped. And next time 
you see someone flying through the 
pits tapped out in fifth going WFO, do 
us all a favor, stop him and make him 
listen. It is a matter of life or death.

Emde strikes for 
two at AFM Ontario 
RR

ONTARIO, CA, OCT.23 
The American Federation of 
Motorcyclists (A.F.M.) ran their 
annual "backwards" Ontario road 
race, using the same course and 
direction as the AMA Nationals here 
in 1974 and 1975. 

David Emde (Yam) cruised to easy 
Nictories in both the 250 and Open 
Grand Prix races, with Eddie Lawson 
(250 Yam) and Harry Klinzmann (750 
Yam) taking turns finishing runner-up 
behind Dave. Rudy Galindo (Yam) 
and Riverside AMA Novice winner 
John Gidney (Yam) staged a classic 
battle for third in the 250 race. 
|.Emde, John Glover (Suz), and Keith 
Code shot to the head of the pack at 
4he start of the Superstreet race. 
Glover "leaned over too far" while 
chasing Emde through turn eight and 
«rashed. John got up and got going 
again only to crash into a haybale two 
turns later, when he discovered that 
his rear brake pedal was bent into an 
inoperative position. Emde coasted 
into the pits at the end of that lap with 
motor trouble, and Code rolled in six 
laps later, after a fuel line came loose. 
By then, Dennis Smith (850 Suz, 86 
mph avg.) was eight seconds ahead of 
Billy Addington (850 Moto-Guzzi), 
who had been dicing with Code for 
second. Tom Ballantyne (595cc Suz) 
later came out and won the under 
600cc Superstreet race on the bike 
Glover had crashed twice. 

In the 410cc Production race, Bryan 
Cathey (Yamaha, 83 mph ave.) pulled

out a three-second lead, with Gennady

with the decision going to Gingerelli. 
Dave McClanahan sneaked into third 
when the rider ahead of him looked 
over his shoulder coming out of the 
last turn, then bobbled the bike and 
nearly crashed. 

Three teams battled back and forth 
for the lead-in the Sidecar race. While 
they were squeezing through into the 
lead, the Coleman/Andrews Suzuki 
collided with one of the other hacks 
and the damage forced them out of 
the race and back into the pits. With 
the finish line located between the 
second and third turns, the 
Gipe/Essatt BMW took to the inside of 
turn one and grabbed the lead, only to 
get into the final 90° left-hander too 
hard and spin off into the dirt, 
allowing last year’s Sidecar champions 
Lougee and Hough (Kaw) to slip on by 
for the win. 

One-two-five GP winner Jody 
Nicholas (Hon) barely edged 250 
Production winner Gordon Seim (C-A) 
for first overall in the Lightweight 
race. Doug Draper (125 Yam), who'll 
be carrying the Number One plate in 
the A.F.M. next season, and Mike 
Fleming (250 Yam) dueled down to 
the wire for third overall. 
Unfortunately, Draper's engine seized 
as he came out of the final turn, 
throwing him off, with Fleming 
crashing into the wreckage. Bill 
McGrill (Bul), the new 200cc GP 
champion, and John Chermak (250 
Yam) both slipped past as Draper and 
Fleming staged a footrace to the finish 
with their bikes. 

Chuck Parme (900 Kaw) and John 
Crossman (410 Yam) breezed to 
victory in their respective classes in the 
Box Stock race. In the 675cc.class Ray 
Straka (550 Suz) added about 200 feet 
to the 2.91-mile course on the first lap, 
when he overshot turn two. Straka got 
back on the track, passed class leader

It’s hard to believe that a big 500cc four-stroke 
is still competitive today against high powered, 
lightweight, two-stroke factory machines. But 
Bengt Aberg proved a lot of doubters wrong this 


past season when he took his 
500cc Hallman/Yamaha to victory 
in one of the motos of the 500cc 
World Championship. Consider- 
ing how fast Mikkola and DeCoster 
have been going lately, this was quite 
an accomplishment, despite the fact 
that Aberg was World Champion on 
Husqvarna four-strokes way back in 
1969 and 1970. 

The bike is based upon the Yamaha 
500 TT, but after Torsten Hallman 
(who just happens to be the Yamaha 
distributor for Sweden) got finished 
with it, all that remains of the stocker 
is the engine unit. What Torsten 
Hallman Racing does is provide a 
complete chassis kit to turn the big 
bore trail bike into a full-fledged 
Grand Prix racer. You can use some 
additional parts off a stock 500 TT to 
save on cost (like wheel assemblies, 
forks, shocks and handlebars) but to 
build up the ultimate GP machine 
you'll want to utilize better 
components. Bengt uses Ceriani 
magnesium leading axle forks with 
air/springs that offer 270mm (10 
inches) of travel on his bike. They 
work fine, but look a little spindly and 





probably the Simons fork assemblies 
which Hallman sells would be a better 
idea. 

Designed in Sweden for Hallman, 
the frame is the brainchild of former 
World Champion Sten Lundin, and 
the production versions аге 
manufactured in the U.S.A. The 
frame assembly is 4130 chromemoly 
steel painted black and comes 
complete with aluminum swingarm 
with needle bearings. The swingarm 
has two different mounting positions 
for shocks, one forward mount for 14- 
3/8 inch shocks providing 275mm (11 
inches) of travel, and the rearward 
mount for 17 inch shocks to provide 
250mm (10 inches) of travel. Included 
with the frame assembly are steering 
head bearings (Timken conical), 
engine mounts, and aluminum upper 
cylinder head mounts. The upper 
frame and backbone of the frame 
serves as an oil tank and together with 
the engine holds 2.5 quarts of 
lubricant. Bengt uses Ohlin gas/oil 
resevoir shocks on his bike, but the 
day of the test he was having it fitted 
with Fox AirShoxs, which are more 
readily available in America. On such 
a heavy machine the Fox AirShoxs 















































should also prove to be more reliable 
during a season of racing. 

Other parts used on the bike, not 
available from Hallman, included 
parts from a Yamaha YZ 250 like the 
hubs and footpegs, with the seat and 
tank coming from a Yamaha YZ 125. 
Detailed and complete instructions are 
provided with each frame assembly 
kit. 

Riding an earthquake 

I didn’t realize what I had gotten 
myself into, and didn’t realize how 
scared I really was until it came time 
to climb aboard and ride the big red 
and white thumper. I began to sweat 
and shake. 

“Maybe I start for you,” said Bengt's 
Swedish mechanic Lars Daniellson. 

I gladly stood back to let Lars kick 
the monster over as I recalled, with less 
than fond memories, the 441 Victors I 
used to have to start when I worked at 
a BSA shop. Those babies loved to 
kick your knee back up into your chin 
and knock out teeth. 

Lars tried for five minutes to get the 
Yamaha cranked, but not nary a pop 
before he collapsed beside the bike in 
sheer exhaustion. Bengt was standing 
nearby watching Lars and trying to 
keep from breaking up in laughter. 
With a few suppressed chuckles 
leaking out, Bengt walked over to the 
bike, played with the compression 
release as he located on the kickstarter 
the few secret degrees before top dead 
center, and with one easy motion 
rotated the big single into life on the 
first try. 

Just sitting on the bike it felt heavy, 
close to 250 pounds for sure, but once 
the clutch was out and the thumper got 
rolling it felt as light as any big bore 
production Suzuki or Yamaha. It 
responded as well, too, and seemed to 
like to dart back and forth around the

rear wheel travel. 
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Cycle World USA Trans-AMA course 
we were using with just a flick of 
throttle and twist of bars. With the 









compression piston, the engine is 
ri; font brake is from a YZ250D;

rm and gas/oil Ohlins give 11” of 


throttle dialed on the front end could 
be made extremely light and brought 
up to clear any whoops or bumps. 


The power is really fun. On most 
track surfaces I don’t think it will out 
accelerate a two-stroke, but the torque 
is so strong it wants to jerk your arms 
out of their sockets every time you get 
heavy handed with the throttle. Bengt 
said I was trying to rev the motor too 
quickly... like a two-stroke engine... 
and that the throttle should be rolled 
on slowly coming out of corners or 
accelerating. Too much throttle all at 
once he said, will make the motor try 
to bog and not pull as smartly. 


The motor is basically stock Yamaha 
with only two major modifications. 
Compression has been raised to 11:1 
with a ProTec piston, and a 36mm 
Mikuni is used for carburetion. The 
straight pipe which Hallman provides 
allows enough power that the stock 
cam with its broad powerband is 
retained. There's probably not 
another motocross bike around that, 
literally, pulls from idle like the 
Hallman/Yamaha, nor wil run an 
entire season without a top end job. 


Compression braking is another 
advantage of the 500cc four-stroke 
that allows it to get away with using 
lightweight brake assemblies like those 
off the YZ 250D without having 
problems getting stopped for a turn. 

There are times though, when the 
500's extra weight does seem to be a 
disadvantage. It usually becomes 
apparent while slamming across a 
section of rough whoops. Rather than 
try and bounce across the tops of the 
bumps like lighter bikes would, the 
500 wants to ram into each one. This is 
where the use of top quality suspension 
components becomes important, and 
in the case of Bengt’s bike the Ceriani 
forks and Ohlin shocks really proved 
their worth. Also, the bike proved to 
be a handful in deeply rutted turns 
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where the weight was difficult to 
jockey around to a smoother line. 

Is the 500 Hallman/Yamaha a 
competitive motocross bike? That's a 
difficult question to answer. After I 
rode the bike, Roger DeCoster took it 
out for a few quick laps around the 
Trans-AMA course at St. Louis. He 
was equally impressed with the 
performance and handling, but also 
had a difficult time trying to form an 
opinion of it. Bengt Aberg proved it 
could win in a World Championship 
Grand Prix against exotic factory two- 
strokes, but I think much of it depends 
upon the track conditions. Four-stroke 
engines seem to be best suited for 
rolling hill type tracks with grass or 
loam surfaces. These are the kind of 
conditions found in countries such as 
England where four-strokes remain 
quite popular. In the recent British 
National Motocross Championships, 
Bob Wright used his 500 CCM four- 
stroke to beat out Graham Noyce 
riding a 440 Maico at the final race of 
the series, though Noyce still had 
enough points to retain his title. 

On horsepower tracks like southern 
California or rough Eastern tracks like 
Unadilla, the quicker and more agile 
two-strokes would have the upper 
hand. Two-strokes even seem to have 
the advantage on mud tracks where 
their quick revving engines can 
continuously spin clean the mud off 
knobby rear tires. Bengt was forced to 
retire from the muddy Red Bud, 
Michigan, Trans-AMA race when he 
kept falling down because his rear tire 
kept packing up with mud. 

But for its seeming disadvantages, 
the 500cc Hallman/Yamaha is 
probably the neatest bike you could 
ever own. It’s more fun than any other 
bike I’ve ever ridden, and seems the 
ideal machine for the semi-serious 


racer who might want to use it for trail 
riding one weekend rather than 
motocross all the time. Certainly 
nothing can be more satisfying than 
building your own unique race bike up 
from nearly scratch, except perhaps 
feeling and hearing it roar to life the 
first time you discover that secret 
starting spot before top dead center 
(DeCoster cheated when he stalled the 
bike and push started it). If I could 
have my choice of owning any bike in 
the world — from DeCoster’s RN 400 
Suzuki to Smith’s Honda RC 400, I 
think I would still choose Bengt Aberg’s 

Hallman/Yamaha. The excitement 
and pleasure of riding such a bike can 
probably never be equalled by any 
other dirt machine. 

Originally Torsten Hallman Racing 
was going to offer the thumper as a 
complete bike, but with all the top 
components required, the price for a 
finished motorcycle could add up to as 
high as $3,500. So what Hallman is 
doing now is selling the Bengt Aberg 
replica as a frame kit and assorted 
parts. Depending on what you spend 
for a new or used Yamaha 500 TT, the 
number of replacement components 
you add to the kit, you could build 
your own Bengt Aberg grand prix 
winning replica for as little as $1,500 
or as much as $3,000. Below, you'll 
find a price breakdown of the more 
important parts that are available.

La Plante good as 
gold at I.T.A. trials

SADDLEBACK PARK, CA, OCT. 16 
Jean Fradette, 1.T.A. prez, laid 
out a neat trials. Sections one, two 
and three tested your ability at 
rock riding on hillsides. Four was 


a mean little gulley with a couple of 
steps. Section five was a boulder- 
strewn gulch. Sections six, seven and 
eight were of the sandstone ditch, 
gulley and hill variety, with the riders 
carefully picking a serpentine line over 
demanding off-camber ridges and 
knolls. Nine featured a steep drop into 
a deep ravine, with an exit up a steep 
pile of loose dirt that required banzai 
throttle control. Ten, laid out on the 
steep side of a hill, covered with 
expired grass, made several turns, 
calling for body english and more 
throttle control. A couple of the 
sections were so demanding that they 
yielded no cleans all day. 

Winner Gary La Plante earlier this 
year rode his modified 302cc Kawasaki 
to victory in the Texas Canyon two 
days trial. The former Arizona State 
Champ has added a few high finishes 
in the National series to his portfolio 
also. 

Finishing a solid second was Matt 
Parsons, followed by Matt Pritchard 
and Mark Webster, all on Bultaco 
350's. 

The amateur class had a close 
dogfight between Bultaco-mounted 
Rick Manley and Mike Allen on a 
Montesa 348.

It was good to see 
former I. T. A. Prez Bob Grove back in 
competition again, winning the Senior 
“A” class. Runner-up was one of the 
area's better amateurs, Gil Smith. 
Senior "B" honors went to "Papa" Art 
Webster, patriarch of the popular 
Webster clan. Art rode well to edge 
Gordon La Duke. Third was Bill 
Markham, followed by Jack Stone and 
Glenn Byers. The point spread 
between these fellows is minimal, so it 
should be a great series, to see who will 
be Numero Uno, Sr. A or Sr. B.

CARLSBAD, CA, NOV. 1 
Husqvarna unveiled most of the 
1978 model line at a press day 
held near their San Diego head- 
quarters. Included in the lineup 
were four motocrossers and two new 
desert/off road bikes. 

Dealers will have five of the six 
machines no later than  mid- 
December, according to Husky. The 
five are: the 390 and 250 CR and 390 
Automatic motocrossers and the 250 
and 390 OR desert bikes. The 125 CR 
motocrosser is already available. 

There were no big changes on the 
latest Huskys, but lots of detail 
improvements. Rear suspension is one 
example: The 390 CR has the Ohlin 
shocks found on many European 
factory motocrossers, while the 125, 
250 and Automatic feature new 
Girlings. The ORs have American- 
made Curnutt shocks (of desert fame). 
All the new Huskys have 10” of rear 
travel, 914” up front. 

Riding impressions: 

125 CR The baby of the Husky family 
feels very comfortable and stable. Its 
big bike chassis and low weight inspire 
confidence in the corners. The power 
just doesn’t happen as quickly or 
radically as the Japanese bikes, but it 
will rev fine. It is easier to ride, but it 
will require tuning and modification 
for the expert. Price: $1450. 

250 CR The 250 is a tractable yet 
potent machine. The beginner can 
have a lot of fun riding it, yet it'll take 
an advanced rider to do the machine 
justice. The brakes on this Husky (and 
the others) were exceptionally smooth 
and progressive. $1815. 

250 OR If there was ever a deuce- 
and-a-half designed by John Deere, 
this would be it. Lots and lots of 
torque at the bottom end. It will 
blubber its way up any cliff of your 
choice. The top end power was 
unavailable because of rich jetting. 
Suspension was plush, but will 
probably have to be stiffened for the 
faster desert rider. The double walled 
exhaust keeps the noise down to the 86 
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(Above) The 390 CR and (below) the 
390 AMX.

dbA level, making the bike green- 
stickie legal. $1840. 


390 OR Swedes call it “the black devil 
with the golden slippers.” It is the best 
looking dirt bike on the market. The 
new kickstarter makes it a snap to start 
(the new 38mm Mikuni carburetor 
helps, too). Power is so smooth and 
abundant that it feels like it is always 
on the pipe. The Curnutts and plush 
leading-axle forks give a Cadillac ride 
over the lumpiest rocks and trails. Our 
play-toy was overjetted, so it signed off 
at around 4500 rpm, but there is 
enough oomph in low and midrange to 
lift the front wheel whenever you feel 
like it. Overall handling feels as good 
as anything, or better. For $2,025 you 
can't go wrong. 


Things in common Husky is using a 
larger diameter swingarm for more 
strength. Made of 40mm tubing, it 
weighs exactly as much as last year's 
version due to the absence of one of 
the cross bars. The chain adjuster has 
been moved to the rear of the arm to 
eliminate a weld from the curved stress 
area. In the steering head, sealed, 
tapered Timken bearings are now in 
use.. 

The 250 and 390 CRs and the 390 
OR have 17" rear wheels and new, 
gold -painted rims. The 17" rear 
wheel, according to Nils Arne Nilsson, 
allows for a taller tire which aids the 
suspension. The gold- painted rims 
(made in Norway for Husky) feature a 
deep center ridge for easier tire 
changes. 

All engines except the 125 have 
38mm Mikuni carburetors. Jetting 
variations from one identical Bing to 
another led to the change. All bikes 
except the Automatic have a new 
kickstarter designed by Gunnar 
Lindstrom to prevent sudden toe-peg 
meetings. 

Bikes not shown at the press 
conference were the WRs. They will 
be available in May everywhere.

According to Mike Kinsella’s 
coverage of the 31st annual Cowbell 
Enduro (Cycle News Nov. 2) the 
Hayward M.C. put on a challenging 
run, but the speed averages were too 
high, so that District 36 enduro ace 
George Hendrix scored a 10 to win 
overall, instead of his usual zero. All I 
can say is, it’s about time! Maybe 
California enduros are on their way to 
matching the tough tests of riding skill 
common everywhere else in the U.S. 

In Championship Enduro, the book 
photographer Brian Palormo and I 
have put together, which is being 
published this month, four-time 
national enduro champion Richard 
Burleson has this to say about it: “A 
zero enduro just means the course 
wasn't laid out right. Either the checks 
were in the wrong places and they 
didn't catch you, or the time schedules 
were too slow. I'd rather see a 100- 
pointer, myself, or an enduro where I 
was the only one to finish." 

Dick admits he likes hard riding 
more than timekeeping. But all you 
computerized enduro jockeys take note 
— Burleson dropped only one point in 
the two-day, 500-mile Greenhorn 
National this year, and he did his 
timekeeping on that southern 
California run with only a standard 
VDO speedometer, a watch and a 
route sheet! 

Faster, more challenging enduros 
are tough on new riders, that’s for 
sure. Sometimes you’re lucky just to 
finish within your hour.

The 250 Pro class got off the line 
in a typical start with Jeff Vidic 
bounding down the hill first.

The Hellgate Motorcycle Club 
hosted the last '77 motocross in 
Montana. Very few riders showed 
up, but those who did received 


a generous payback rivaling those of 
earlier, larger races. 


In the beginner and amateur races, 
a group of Canadian riders completely 
dominated the action. They came in 
first in every class; third was the worst 
finish of any of them. In the opinion of 
this writer, there hasn't been a more

The first moto of the Super Mini 
class found Tim Little in the lead, but 
Brent Marshall found a path around 
him on the second lap. Pushing hard 
to regain the lead, Little slid out and 
dropped to third. Little found a little 
extra speed and by the end of the moto 








he was in second and breathing down 
Marshall's neck. 

Little was in third off the start of the 
second moto, but moved into the lead 
before the first lap was over and 
steadily pulled away for the win. 

The best action was found in the 
125 class. Don Harding won the first 
moto, followed by Joe McMullen and 
Scott Karr. Karr had a bad day to say 
the least. Before the race he received a 
concussion due to a crash in the pits. 
He wasn't wearing a helmet. Then 
during practice he had a terrible endo 
coming off the big jump which left the 
rest of his body in a state of shambles. 
His two third-place finishes were 
remarkable. 

The second moto duel between 
Harding and McMullen won't soon be 
forgotten. The cornering of Harding's 
Suzuki combined with McMullen's 
super-pulling Husky kept the two side 
by side for the entire 20 minutes.

and ORV people feel they are the 
only people who are being 
specifically taxed or levied upon to 
provide real estate and areas for their 
own recreation. We set up, through 
the legislature, the ORV registration 
program which is supposed to take 
about one-third of the fees and put it 
into a fund which would provide for 
acquisition, management and so 
forth where we were going to be 
adding, hopefully, to the state park 
and recreation inventory. A very 
small amount has been done so far, 
for the usual reasons, possibly even 
some of it has been diverted into the 
general fund or spent in other 
fashions as we found in part of our 
scandal of earlier this year. That has 
turned a number of people off who 
supported the program we began 
with. The latest figures show there 
are more ORV people who have 
allowed their ORV registrations to 
lapse than there are currently using 
them. 

RC: Yes, I've heard that. But it's a time 
lag between the time the money got 
into the fund and the time it gets spent 
on the property. And that’s really the 
function of a lousy management 
system. I’m not just blaming my own 
department but the fact that there's a 
very complicated system set up in 
California, much worse than anyplace 
I've ever worked. I'm not talking about 
the cash inflow. I mean from the point 
you have the dough and get it 
appropriated, what it takes to get that 
property purchased and then 
developed. It's too complicated. 

We've got some hearings coming up 
soon with interim committees of the 
legislature and I'm hoping to go in and 
say here's one way you can help us. Cut 
half the red tape in a situation so we 
can get it down to two years instead of 
four. I don't think we should ever get 
to where we're going in and buying 


property in the first year. We ought to . 


have a lot of public input into the 
planning process. In order to protect 
the public interest and private interest 
in any of these projects there needs to 
be a certain amount of time for the 
condemnation process to be 
considered before you even go at it. 
But four years is much too long and 
there are a lot of sharp speculators 
around who buy property and then 
have someone drumming up business 
at the legislature for them. We have 
got to put a stop to that and quit 
having the money eaten up by 
inflation. 

That $8,000,000 we are having to 

spend on Hungry Valley is probably 
worth $6,000,000 from the year it was 
conceived. 
CN: When your department spends 
$8,000,000 on buying a piece of 
property they don’t have to wait 
until they have $8,000,000 in the 
bank before they go out and buy it, 
do they? 








RC: No, we can phase the project but 
there is a danger in that. I would 
prefer, if I had my druthers, to have 
the $8,000,000 to go out and buy the 
whole thing at once. What happens is 
that if you phase it you go in and set 
the price. Now the state’s the only one 
who will come in and buy your 
property out in the boondocks for 
cash. Any real estate developer's going 
to buy an option as cheaply as he can 
at as cheap a set price as he can. Then 
he’s going to make some deal to pay 
you off in 40 years to your benefit and 
his tax purposes. But we're the only 
ones standing around with $8,000,000 
in our hands for a given piece of 
property. So we go in and buy 
property for cash, set the price, which 
makes the appraisal then go up on the 
other properties involved. Then the 
next year we get another 
appropriation to go in and buy the 
next third an say the third year you're 
in there you're paying sometimes 
double what you started out with. 

CN: So a Hungry Valley would be 
bought for $8,000,000 cash? 

RC: That's right. But on nature 
preservation parcels, there are non- 
profit foundations who will go in 
ahead of us, without any prompting 
from us, and buy properties they want 
in the state parks system. They'll buy 
them as if they were a real estate 
developer and get them cheaply, get 
options on them and so forth. Then 
they'll talk us into buying them and 
adding them into the state park 
system. They come in for the taxpayer 
at sometimes 1095 what we would have 
to pay if we went through the normal 
process. 

So, maybe it's a good idea to have 
an ORV trust for land or something, 
that goes out and makes some of these 
options and forces the play. It's a 
much quicker form of acquisition 
because then you don't have to go 
through court actions and all that. 
Besides it's much cheaper. There are 
people who represent these non-profit 
organizations who are tax lawyers, 
stock brokers, people who are 
volunteering their time, and I'm sure 
those same kinds of people exist within 
the motorcycle community, and they 
go out and convince these property 
owners that if they will donate the 
property, or if they'll sell the property 
at 2095 of its value (and there have 
been some really big things in 
California done with that. For 
instance, a $56,000,000 property 
purchased for $6,500,000). The 
advantage to the property owner is 
that they get to write it off. It's a gift to 
a non-profit association. They write it 
off on their taxes and the association 
convinces them that in doing so they're 
going to come out far ahead than if 
they just held on to the property. You 
could do the same thing with off-road 
vehicles and get the park where you 
wanted it. 

CN: With one exception. We're up 
against the ultra-environmentalists 
who feel that any deeding of any 
space anywhere for the use of off- 
road vehicles is against their 
interests. 

RC: Well, I suggest you play their 
game then, and go out and buy the 
property. Because there's still this 
holiness attached to private property, 
even though you have zoning and all 
these other things. You can work 
through the state and the private 
sector as well. Personally, from what I 
can see, the private sector has more 
success than government does. 

CN: In Long Beach here we have 
Cycle Haven, which is basically a 
youth oriented mini cycle park. Do 
you foresee anything in the area of 
localized urban motorcycle parks? 
RC: I can foresee a great hassle over 
any one of the proposals. But I'd be 
willing to look at it with an open mind. 





With noise levels and regulations 
being what they are I think it will be a 
tough go to find an area where it won't 
be offensive to residents. If the noise 
level can be dealt with, I can't see any 
reason for these areas not being closer 
to home, but I can tell there's going to 
be a big battle over it. The adverse 
image of motorcycle racing in 
neighborhoods is going to cause a lot 
of problems. It’s not an easy question 
to answer. You have to deal with it on 
a case-by-case basis. 
CN: One question our readers often 
ask is “How come that guy can ride 
his horse out there and run me off the 
trail? He doesn't have to pay nothin' 
to ride that horse and yet I have to 
buy a green stickie and pay sales 
а” 
RC: I don't know if that's fair. I don't 
know because we don't have many 
OHV parks, what the fee structure is. 
Right now the cost of operating the 
parks in general if you take all the 
whole mixed bag which is a pretty 
complicated thing, it’s running about 
359% of our maintenance and 
operation costs. We collect 38% of 
what it costs to operate those parks. 
One interesting thing is that we are 
paying 69¢ per visit right now. That's 
what it costs to run the state parks 
system. In 1967 it was 25¢. People are 
saying, oh it’s outrageous when 
looking at that increase. I pegged it off 
against the standard inflationary rate 
that the federal reserve calculates each 
year and found that we are actually 
spending less per visit than we were 10 
years ago. We are doing it at 23¢ in 
1967 dollars instead of 25¢ and I want 
to go to the legislature right away and 
ask them for the other two cents. 
CN: OK, but how do I answer the 
people who are complaining that 
horses can ride in Griffith Park and 
bikes can’t, yet they don’t buy 
licenses or for all we know pay taxes 
on the darn things either? 
RC:I don't know. That's a good 
point. What they got with the green 
stickie program was an entry into the 
system. Before that it was a NO. I 
think what probably they consider now 
is that the state isn't saying no, but it's 
saying maybe and it's been operating 
very slowly with their particular 
interests. 
CN: We get a lot of letters which in 
effect say, I've been buying that 
thing four years now and all I've 
gotten is a bunch of trouble. Now the 
cops that chase me are riding 
Husqvarnas instead of driving cars. 
And so they say, I'm not going to buy 
it anymore.

RC: Well, I'm coming in new on it, 
but already I can see that the state's. 
appropriated about three or four times 
the amount of money that's come in 
from that program. I think the people 
should be impatient with us but I hope 
they don't jump off the boat just 
because the boat's moving slow. I hope 
to be able to speed it up. If we can get 
some legislation that will speed up 
those acquisition and development 
processes, I would hope I get support 
from the motorcycle community as 
well as the bird lovers and all other 
recreationalists because it’s the system 
that’s fouled up. There may be some 
intent somewhere in the Department 
of Parks and Recreation against off- 
road vehicles, but I think basically 
that would be solved by my being fair 
with the people who use those vehicles, 
and then together straightening out 
this awful system of acquiring property 
and development. 


CN: Once your department starts 
taking affirmative action, action 
that can be seen, you will probably 
see an upsurge in green stickie 
money. 

RC: I think you used an interesting 
term — affirmative action — because 
I get a feeling the motorcycle people 
feel like they are a racial minority as 
far as outdoor recreation goes, and 
that may be a valid way to look at it. 
Affirmative action means you open up 
the opportunity for the people who do 
what their preference is. I can't tell 
you I'm going to be 100% with you, 
but I'll promise you I'll be up front on 
the issues and you'll know where I 
stand on them. 


CN: By the way, are you a member 
of the Sierra Club, Mr. Cahill? 


RC: No, and I've never been a 
member either. I was the second staff 
member on the President's Council on 
Environmental Quality, which was 
formed in 1970. I was staff biologist 
during the first year. Ive been the 
president of the Conservation Council 
for Hawaii and the Alaska 
Conservation Society, both of which 
are pretty militant environmental 
groups, but I haven't ever been 
involved with the Sierra Club. 

My background has been in 
National Parks. I was in charge of law 
enforcement in Yosemite. I was a park 
superintendent in Hawaii and in 
between I was a ranger in two big 
wilderness parks in Alaska. I ran the 
Pacific parks system in Alaska for a 
couple of years. We had conflicts with 
motorized and non-motorized users 
(which, by the way, were very well 
resolved, I thought). The biggest 
public hearing in the history of Alaska 
(and this includes the nuclear tests | 
public hearings and the Alaska 
pipeline) was a hearing held on zoning 
a half-million acre state park adjacent 
to half the population of Alaska 
between motorized and non-motorized 
unlimited use. There were three TV 
cameras and about 1,200 people in 
this enormous auditorium (and that's 
a large group of people for Alaska, the 
entire population is less than 500,000). 
The issue was, should snow machines 
or should skiers get to use the park? 
The resolution was skiers got half the 
watershed and snow machines got the 
other half, leaving the wilderness open 
to skiers. Although there was a lot of 
screaming at the time, it was handled 
very well. But that’s what the public 
hearing process is all about. People get 
to get up and have their say. If we 
don’t do that, we don’t have a general 
public hearing process; we have a 
super-court trial. 

One of the crosses you bear in a job 
like this is you have to go out and hold 
those meetings to hear what the people 
have to say. Even if you have to hear 
the same thing over and over again, 
it's the only right solution.
